tion of goods, products, structures, 
housing and services” and “dispose 
of any goods or commodities pro- 
duced by work-relief projects or 
self-help co-operatives”’ by trans- 
fer to relief clients, self-help co- 
operatives, or any public corpora- 
tion or institution. 

It is obviously impossible to pre- 
vent competition with private in- 
dustry if there is any production 
under such a program. It may be 
that, due to the inefficiency to be 
expected from state-operated in- 
dustry, the competition will not be 
Serious except in its effects on tax- 
payers’ pocketbooks, but it will 
exist, no matter what denials the 
Governor may make. 

The apparent intention to create 
state-sponsored and financed self- 
help co-operatives is also disquiet- 
ing. These co-operatives worked 
best when they were let alone and 
were on a purely voluntary basis, 
as would be expected; genuine co- 
operation cannot be forced. When 
regulation is imposed on them 
their spirit disappears. 

The Legislature will do well to 
amend this proposal freely so as 
to edit Sinclairism out of it.

north.

CAFETERIA 


The cafeteria occupies the west 
wing of the building, directly south 
of the auditorium. Drapes are in 
place at the windows. 
tion of kitchen 
completed last week. A 
table is topped with stainless steel. 
A steam, automatic dishwasher 
offers modern methods for wash- 
ing dishes. The large stove dis- 
plays adequate space for surface 
cocking as well as several ovens 
for baking. A large refrigerator, 
gas operated, provides “or extens- 
ive storage of food. 


OFFICES 


Administrative Office J and 
|lounges are located across the cor- 
jridor from the cafeteria. Besides 
offices where the master clock and 
control fer the public address sys- 
tem is located, there are two 
lounges for teachers, each with a 
separate kitchen, as well as a 
room for board meetings. 

The library with its distinctive 
bay window is located south of the 
offices. 
in the room adjoining the library 
provides for many books. 


CLASSROOMS 


Classrooms, with the exception 
of the kindergarten room, follow 
a similar pattern. At one end of 
each classroom is the space for 
hanging cloaks, large cypboards, 
and a counter, centered with a 
small sink and running water. 
Blackboards do not occupy all wall 
space, some wall area being cov- 
ered with a cork-like substance, to 
| Which paintings, drawings and the 
like can be tacked. 

Floors in most of the classrooms 
jare of brownish asphalt tile. Col- 
‘ors used for walls and for paint- 
ing cabinet work in the various 
iclassrooms vary. In the rooms 
‘with north exposure, a yellowish 
jtan is the predominating color. 
|Linings of cupboards and open 
|bock cases are of a contrasting 
color.
